The 
estimate had been based on Cali- 
fornia’s population by the census 
bureau. 

By Saturday or Sunday it was ex- 
pected local draft boards would have , 
placed serial numbers on the cards 
for their districts, and authorities | 
in Washington would be 
that California was ready for the 
naticn’s greatest peace-time lottery.

or forty-five. |

cull peanuts, cull raisins, cull figs 
and molasses. The calves are put on 
feed from the middle of August to 
the first of November when their 
weight will average about four hun- 
dred and fifty pounds, They are 
sold from April to June first, weigh- 
ing from eight hundred and fifty 
to one thousand pounds. 

The agriculture department of 
Modesto High School first became 
interested in steer feeding projects, 
as an outlet for the by-products 
from the boys’ farms, in 1937. At 
that time seven head were 
from Swift and fed out on an ex- 
perimental basis. The experiment 
proved to be so successful financial- 
ly that the following year thirty- 
nine head were placed on the boys’ 
home farms. The interest contin- 
ued to grow and in 1939 Swifts sup- 
plied the chapter with seventy-one 
head. 

According to Walker, because of 
the economical feeding program, the 
projects have netted the agricul- 
tural students from $5.00 to $24.83 
per head. The top figure is an av- 
erage made by John Rumble on his 
group of six animals.
